Realignment 


State W ill Review 
Testimony Before 
Any Determination

More than 200 persons attend­ 
ed a formal hearing Thursday 
at West Branch High School 
near Beloit on the proposed re­ 
alignment of U. S. Route 62. 
Clifton B. Newhall, director of 
Division 4 of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Highways at Ravenna, 
conducted the hearings and saki 
that even if the route is ap­ 
proved, it is impossible to de­ 
termine at this date when the 
project would be completed. 
Generally, the proposed route 
would go north of both Alliance 
and Salem with IO miles of the 
18-mile improvement in Mahon­ 
ing County, five miles in Stark 
County and three miles in Co­ 
lumbiana County. 
Proponents pointed out the 
northerly route is the answer to 
many years of frustrations. A- 
bout 20 persons spoke in favor 
of the plan. 
Salem Proponents Heard 
Jack Ranee, Salem council­ 
man-at-large, spoke on behalf 
of the Council and said, “It is 
the consensus of Council that 
the road should be built as pro­ 
posed by the state.” 
Others from Salem speaking 
in favor of the route were Atty. 
Lozier Caplan, president of the 
Salem Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce, George W. Rogers, co­ 
chairman of the Salem Area 
Chamber of Commerce’s high­ 
way committee, Atty. Alfred 
Fitch, a director of the Salem 
Chamber, John King of the 
Deming Division, Crane Co., 
Leonard Piersol of the E. W. 
Bliss Co., Robert Morrow of the 
Salem China Co. and A. P. 
Morris, manager of the Colum­ 
biana County Auto Club. 
Caplan told the audience that 
the Chamber had favored the 
southerly route for the reloca­ 
tion for many years but has re­ 
cently become aware that it is 
unlikely that the route would 
ever go south and therefore 
changed its plans and has de­ 
cided to endorse the proposed 
path. 
He noted that he feels that 
“ Salem and all of Columbiana 
County has been the forgotten 
area for highway development.” 
Rogers said that he feels that 
“ this (relocation) is a fine ex­ 
ample of inter-community co­ 
operation and relationship. He 
added that “since it is no long­ 
er a question of where the new 
U.S. 62 is to be located, the 
question now is how soon can 
it be built.” 
Piersol said his firm was in 
favor of the path because it will 
provide a “better gateway to 
the west” for Salem’s industry. 
Others speaking in favor of 
the proposed relocation were 
Harry Snyder, chairman of the 
Alliance Chamber’s h i g h w a y 
committee; Mayor Dale Wal- 
born of Alliance; Mayor Joseph 
Harp of Sebring; Roger Johnson 
of the Sebring Industrial De­ 
velopment Corporation; M. V.

MetzgerHotel Loss 


* 
May Amount to 
Halt Million

Three men were killed and damages estimated in 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars were caused in a 
fire that destroyed the top two floors of the Metzger 
Hotel in the heart of Salem’s downtown business dis­ 
trict Thursday night. 
The victims were identified as: 
Harry Coburn, 79. 
Thomas Harry, 76. 
Charles Richard Bray, 46. 
Bray was a Bliss Co. employe and the other two 
men were retired. 
All were residents of the hotel at 477 E. State St. 
Death of the identified victims was causd by as­ 
phyxiation due to smoke inhalation, Columbiana Coun­ 
ty Coroner W illiam A. Kolozsi ruled today. 
About 40 persons, most of them elderly, were evac­ 
uated as the blaze whipped out of control and threaten­ 
ed to spread to nearby buildings. Two aged residents of 
the hotel trapped on the top floor of the four-story 
structure, were assisted down the rear fire escapes by 
firemen. 
A Salem fireman, William Breault, 30, of 447 Penn 
Ave. suffered a broken left leg when caught as the 80- 
foot aerial ladder on which he was working was low­ 
ered. 
B reault was admitted to Salem City Hospital 
where he is reported in “fair” condition today. 
Cause of the blaze, the city’s w orst in many years, 
is undeterm ined, but it is believed that overloaded el­ 
ectric wires w ere to blame. 
Fire Spreads Rapidly 


The hotel’s steam boiler blew 
out about two weeks ago and 
residents had been operating el­ 
ectric heaters in their rooms to 
keep warm. 
The blaze broke out in room 
333 on the third floor occupied 
by Mrs. Edna Bailey, 70, who 
was preparing her supper. 
Clarence Fuller, an employe 
of the Columbia Gas Co. and a 
hotel resident, reported he was 
en route to his room when he 
heard someone yell “fire.” Full­ 
er 
grabbed 
an 
extinguisher 
from a hallway wall bracket 
but was driven back by the 
flames which 
spread rapidly 
above a false ceiling which was 
installed when the hotel was re­ 
modeled about seven years ago. 


It is owned by Chris Paparodis. 
Carl Ostrom, 17, a senior at 
Senior High School, ami work­ 
ing as desk clerk, also grabbed 
an extinguisher and sped up­ 
stairs after he heard the alarm. 
Ostrom was working in place 
of his widowed mother, 
Mrs. 
Mary Ostrom, employed 
as a 
clerk-maid at the hotel, 
while 
she was donating blood at the 
CIO Hall on Prospect St. 
The youth called the fire de­ 
partment, then made several 
trips with the elevator to bring 
down terrified residents of the 
top floors. He and his mother 
who resided in an apartment in 
the hotel, were among the resi­ 
dents who lost everything but 
the clothing they wore at the 
time. 


Volunteers Aid Firemen 


Carl Stacey of Columbiana,

All off-duty firemen and po­ 
lice were called out to assist in 
quelling the blaze. Only

other fire department, Winona, 
was at the scene. That depart­ 
ment dispatched a truck with a 
crew of six men who stood on 
standby duty at the fire station. 
Cosma said invaluable assist­ 
ance was rendered by the citi- 


zen-volunteers. 
Mayor Dean B. Cranmer, Saf­ 
ety Director Edward Mallery 
and Utilities Superintendent Wil­ 
liam Thompson helped with the 
operations, as did former fire 
chief Clarence W. Wright, who 
was summoned to assist. Wright 
donned a helmet and entered 
the blazing building to help di­ 
rect operations. A former fire­ 
man, Harry Lodge, also assist­ 
ed. 
Disregarding their own safety, 
firemen climbed into the sec­ 
ond floor of the structure and 
directed hoses upward. Streams 
of water could be seen spray­ 
ing through fire-burned gaps in 
the roof. 
Firemen and volunteers also 
ran a hose to the top of the ad­ 
jacent Penney Store building at 
State St. and Lundy Ave. and 
directed streams of water onto 
the hotel building roof.

No Personality Cult 


It was Nikita Khrushchev who laid 
down the rule in that famous diatribe 
against Stalin that never again should 
Communist loyalists permit a personality 
cult to develop. 
The fact he became a powerful personal­ 
ity in his own right and the overshadowing 
individual in the Communist hierarchy 
sometimes seemed to refute his own coun­ 
sel. This might well be the explanation 
for his sudden and complete disappearance 
from the political stage. 
Whether the disappearance is with or 
without his consent, it surely would have 
to command his approval if he meant what 
he saki about Stalin, whom he accused 


of hanging on too long and too ruthlessly. 
His idea was to make the No. I man 
of the Soviet Union be subservient to the 
Presidium in the future—the servent not 
the master of the Russian Communist 
party. 
His idea was to permit no man worship, 
like that commanded by Stalin on pain 
of death. It was to make the officials of 
Communism be what they demanded that 
all citizens should be — faceless creatures 
who existed for the service of the su­ 
preme state and for no other reason. 
It would be ironic if the Khrushchev 
preachments of 1956, when he suddenly let 
the air out of the inflated image of Otalin, 
had been turned against him in 1964. 
Young Walruses Ganged Up 


The only head of the Russian Communist 
state to outshine his critics so far is Niko­ 
lai Lenin. And it must be suspected that 
Lenin, like our own George Washington, 
fares better than his successors because 
he was first. 
All the others who came later had to 
stand harsher judgment — Stalin, Malen­ 
kov, Bulganin and now Khrushchev, the 
most outgoing and certainly the most lik­ 
able of the lot when he was in a mood 
to be agreeable. 
The search for a suitable successor to 
Lenin now moves into a new territory. 
Many doubt that the candidate for suc­ 
cession to Khrushchev’s power as well as 
his titles is going to be Leonid Brezhnev, 
who may turn out to be only a stand-in

Labor Seeks Landslide

It was a small stage on which 
Lyndon Johnson trod the other 
night at the New York Liberal 
party’s Madison Square Garden 
rally Hie dais 
had been cut 
down by the 
Secret Service 
for s e c u r ity 
reasons, but it 
was sufficient­ 
ly 
ample 
to 
hold a galaxy 
of labor lead­ 
ers who rarely 
run into each 
other except at ceremonial ban- 
quests. 
Sitting with President and 
Mrs. Johnson, Bob Kennedy 
and Adlai Stevenson were men 
of such diverse trades and op­ 
inions as the ebullient and mili­ 
tant Dave Dubinsky of the Gar­ 
ment Workers, the laconic strat­ 
egist Alex Rose of the Hatters, 
Johnny O’Rourke, an outspoken 
Teamsters chief, and the per­ 
petual time burning Harry Van 
Arsdale who has won a five- 
hour day for his Electrical Con­ 
struction Workers. 


THEIR UNITY was a sign of 
the times and a symptom of 
their enmity for Barry Cold­ 
water as well as a symbol of 
their fraternity with Lyndon 
Johnson. 
It’s 
not 
universally under­ 
stood, but their basic drive now 
is not only to defeat the senator 
from Arizona but to prevent him 
from piling up a significant 
vote 
They want Barry Coldwater to 
lose so decisively that they will 
not need to face him and his 
conservatives again in ’68. They 
want to do more than roll up an 
electoral victory. They want 
such an overwhelming landslide 
in the popular vote that the Re­ 
publican nominee will be driven 
from his party and national 
politics. 
They want to score at least a 
2-1 popular vote against him— 
which would give him far less 
than 25 million votes out of some 
70 million. 


THIS CONCERN is tersely 
and trenchantly voiced by one 
of labor’s most authoritative 
realists, Gus Tyler, assistant 
president of the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union: 
“It’s a real movement,” Tyler 
wrote recently in a discussion of 
the Coldwater campaign, “ideol­ 
ogy, militant cadres, finances, a 
mass political base. Coldwater 
is but a name—its candidate for 
1964 
“What is the strategy of this 
movement? Momentarily, the 
push is for the presidency. But 
failure to win this post in 1964 
does not mean the end of die 
movement. It already has won 
a victory: it has won a party. 
A sizable vote for this new’ 
party with its ‘new’ directions 
can only harden the resolve of 
this movement to prepare for 
the next push. . 
Thus, Tyler synthesizes labor’s 
concern over the possible size 
of the conservative vote on Elec­ 
tion Day. Most sophisticated la­ 
bor analysts at this moment give 
Mr. Coldwater at least 40 per 
cent of the national vote, 'nils 
could run to well over 28 mil- 
limi ballots 


SINCE THERE is no doubt 
that virtually every one of these 
votes will be a conscious tally 


for Mr. Goldwater’s avowed 
philosophical c o n s e rvativism, 
there is no doubt that the men 
who win office next month will 
have to heed such massive con­ 
servatism , even if the Demo­ 
cratic - Liberal - Labor coalition 
defeats Mr. Coldwater. 
Thus the labor circles exam­ 
ine and revaluate the so-called 
“hidden-vote.” Not the least of 
their anxieties is the result of 
an election 3,000 miles distant 
—in the English Parliamentary 
district of Smethwick to which 
this column referred recently. 
There, in a heavy working 
class district on the edge of

A new evaluation of Commun­ 
ist capabilities in biological war­ 
fare has been made by scientists 
operating on government con­ 
tract. 
Some of the findings: 
“BIOLOGICAL 
WARFARE 
agents could imperil large pop­ 
ulations .... Used in a surprise 
attack, the effects could be 
highly devastating.” 
“It is believed that turbulent 
diffusion from low altitude (1,- 
000 feet) is effective in bringing 
agent clouds to the ground in a 
few hours . . . . It is clear that 
a rather small number of planes 
could cause very substantial in­ 
fection in a large population.” 
“Large-scale attacks by clan­ 
destine means” are a constant 
danger. “A fleet of IOO cars or 
light trucks delivering biologi­ 
cal warfare agents through the 
exhaust could presumably deliv­ 
er substantial doses to IOO large 
cities in the United States.” 


“BIOLOGICAL 
WARFARE 
weapons could (also) be used 
to demoralize populations in in­ 
surgency 
and 
g u e r r i I la 
wars....” 
“In (such) small-scale mili­ 
tary, economic 
and 
political 
struggles biological warfare is 
more likely to be effective than 
chemical 
warfare, especially 
when used secretly. 
“It might be very difficult to 
prove that biological warfare 
weapons had been used, and 
virtually impossible to identify 
the user with certainty except 
by circumstantial evidence. . .” 
“THE DEVELOPMENT and 
production of . . . biological 
weapons seems virtually unins- 
pectable” and impossible to 
control by any conceivable type 
of arms control arrangement. 
“The nature of the research 
and development, storage and, 
in some cases, the delivery of 
. . . biological warfare weapons 
substantially inhibits the devel­ 
opment of monitoring systems 
that can detect miliary appli­ 
cator of such activities.” 
“Present biological warfare 
agents consist of bacteria, vir­ 
uses and rickettsiae. . . Among 
the more ‘promising’ agents are 
anthrax, tularemia, small pox 


(and) Q-fever . . .” 
“COUNTERMEASURES . . . 
depend 
largely on sufficient 
warning. If the imminence of 
an attack were known, g a s 
masks . . . air filters in build­ 
ings . . . (and) the reduction of 
air circulation by closing win­ 
dows, air ducts or chimneys 
would degrade an attack con­ 
siderably.” 
“Antibiotics . . . (are) effec­ 
tive against some but not all 
bacterial diseases; in some cas­ 
es their effectiveness depends 
on prompt adminitration.” 
“If the 
specific 
virus is 
known, antitoxins and vaccines 
exist in some but not all cases. 
The effectiveness of vaccines 
depends on administration (IO 
days to several weeks) before 
exposure . . .” 
“It is by no means obvious 
that bacterial or viral mutants 
cannot or have not been grown 
which are unaffected by known 
antibiotics, antitoxis, vaccines 
or chemotherapy . . .”

SO AMERICAN labor lead­ 
ers are going back into the

An analysis of die figures this 
far produced shows a wide mar­ 
gin for President Johnson. But 
if only one out of every ten 
voters who lean toward die 
Democratic presidential nom­ 
inee were to change by election 
day, a majority of the popular 
vote could be recorded for the 
Republican nominee. 
Most of the polls, for insUnce, 
add up to a 60 per cent vote 
for President Johnson and a 40 
per cent vote for Sen. Coldwa­ 
ter If approximately the same 
number of persons who voted 
in 1960 go to the voting booths 
this year — namely, 70 mil­ 
lion — this would mean 42 
million votes for the Demo­ 
crats and 28 million votes for 
the Republicans. 
It isnH necessary for the 
Republicans to get 14 million 
more votes to overcome the 
margin. If only half that num­ 
ber — 7 million, or IO per cent 
of all the voters —shifted from 
the Democratic side, it would 
result in a total of approxi­ 
mately 35 million for each can­ 
didate. 


PUBLIC OPINION polls that 
divide on a basis of 60 per 
cent for the Democrats and 40 
per cent for the Republicans cus­ 
tomarily assume that the “un­ 
decided” vote will divide as 
do the rest of toe voters who 
have definitely indicated their 
choice. It’s not merely the “un­ 
decided” group — estimated 
at from 8 to IO per cent, or from 
5 to 7 million voters — who have 
yet to make up their minds 
Changes 
could 
occur, 
too, 
among those who previously ex­ 
pressed a definite preference 
one way or the other. 
It could turn out that the sur­ 
veys will be proved accurate 
forecasts but there is enough 
uncertainty in the polls them­ 
selves to warrant a guess the 
other way. Thus, in the 1948 
campaign various polls showed 
in early October a 60 per cent 
preference for Dewey and 40 
per cent for Truman, but the 
latter won. 
There can be a substantial 
shift in the final days, and 
that’s why political managers 
keep up their campaign battles 


to the very last minute. Some 
polling experts have said that 
20 per cent of the voters — 
which could mean at least 14 
million this time - are usually 
undecided until toe last weeks 
of the campaign. 
Sometimes a latent issue has 
it« effect. This certainly hap­ 
pened in 1956 when the British 
and French started a war scare 
over Suez. A fear that the 
youngsters would be drafted 
again for a big conflict over­ 
seas swept this country in the 
week before the election. 


THE INCUMBENT adminis­ 
tration benefited by the switch 
in votes. In the present cam­ 
paign, the Jenkins scandal of 
last week is supposed to have 
affected many voters, particu­ 
larly women. But there are no 
ways of measuring just what it 
is that causes a voter either to 
shift or to make a definite 
choice in the final stretch of 
the race. 
One of the little - understood 
factors in appraising the public 
opinion polls is that none of 
them makes 
a state - by - 
state canvass They are usual­ 
ly done by region, which isn’t 
the same thing at all. 
It takes too much time and 
money to do state-by-state poll­ 
ing, and certainly could not be 
easily accomplished in the last 
two weeks of a campaign, as 
there has to be extensive inter­ 
viewing among sample blocs or 
groups in different parts of a 
state. 
Ifs easy enough to assume 
that the voters in metropolitan 
areas 
like 
New 
York 
and 
Brooklyn, 
for 
example, 
will 
vote normally and furnish a 
huge majority to the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, and that other 
communities will do the same. 
There is just as much basis for 
guessing that a shift in voting 
this time will occur because of 
emotional issues. 


THE DEMOCRATS concede 
the existence of a protest vote, 
but minimize its size. They 
could, of course, be proved 
right but 
the fact remains 
that those polls which have been 
confined solely to civil rights 
issues in recent weeks show a 
substantial majority protest on 
specific phases of the problem. 
In Britain’s election the race 
issue provided a big surprise 
in certain districts. 
So as this stage of the game 
it can be contended that the 
undecided or silent vote has 
not yet been measured exact­ 
ly. That’s why, if one out of IO 
voters hitherto leaning toward 
toe Democratic side change 
their minds, the Republicans 
could win. Hence both sides 
would be well-advised to keep 
on working.

Nationwide Alert Fails 


To Turn Up Missing Boys 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Police 
chief James Finan said today a 
nationwide alert has not turned 
up anything on two missing 
Fairfax youngsters. 
It’s been nine days since 
Johnny Hundley and Jimmy Mc- 
Queary, both 9 , v anished from 
their homes in the Cincinnati 
suburb. 
“They just simply disappear­ 
ed,” said Finan. * We’v e ex­ 
hausted all leads and we’re just 
as baffled as anyone on where 
they might be.” 
Finan said he would “just 
hav e to wait and see” if any 
results come from the 500 bulle­ 
tins, giv ing pictures and descrip­ 
tions of the boys, he sent to po­ 
lice departments throughout the 
country 
“I think we’v e done a good 
job of searching the community 
and other areas,” Finan added. 
“I feel that they couldn’t be 
anyplace in the v illage now.” 
Finan said the best tip he 
has so far was from a railroad 


worker who was “positiv e” he 
spotted one of the boys hanging 
around freight cars last week­ 
end. The cars went from here 
to the St. Louis area, but Finan 
said a search there was fruit­ 
less. 
“In v iew of the fact that the 
railroad man was so sure he 
saw one of them I feel they’re 
still aliv e,” Finan said The rail­ 
road employe also said he saw 
another boy at the same time 
but didn’t get a good look at 
him. 
Finan said he didn’t know 
what his next step would be in 
searching for the boys. ‘It’s a 
good question and I’m open to 
suggestions,” he said. 
Fairfax was the home of 4- 
year-old Debbie Dappen, 
for 
whom hundreds of v olunteers 
searched 2Vi days this summer 
before her body was found und­ 
er a porch. A neighbor boy ad­ 
mitted killing her and is now 
in custody.

Sentenced to Death In Akron Murder 


Convicted Slayer Who Fled 
Jail 44 Years Ago Nabbed 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)-A con­ 
victed murderer who missed a 
date with the electric chair 44 
years ago faced today the possi­ 
bility that the date might be 
kept after all. 
Leroy Marion Dunlap, 64, had 
been hiding his real identity 
since he escaped from jail here 
May 12, 1920. 
Dunlap was arrested Thurs­ 
day in a soldiers’ home in Wash­ 
ington, D.C. He waived extra­ 
dition and was returned here 
Thursday night. 
Dunlap was confined in city 
jail, but a detective said he 
would be transferred to Summit 
County Jail. It was there that 
he and two other men sawed 
through a window and escaped. 
The trio and two other men 
were charged in January, 1920, 
of slaying Steven Bossos, an 
Akron restaurant owner. 
Dunlap, accused of being the 
triggerman, escaped two days 
after his trial started. He was 
convicted in absentia, as Ohio 
law provides, and sentenced to 
the electric chair for first de­ 
gree murder on May 17, 1920. 


Attorney Cletus G. Roetzel, 
the original prosecutor, specu­ 
lated Thursday that only inter­ 
vention by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, or a new trial, should 
one be granted, can save Dun' 
lap’s life. 
* I knew it was coming,” Dun­ 
lap said Thursday when he was 
arrested by Summit County 
prosecutor George Pappas and 
Akron police Sgt. Jack Carlton. 
“It has been a long time. I 
was hoping it wouldn’t.” 
A retired serviceman, he had 
been living under the name of 
Harry Walker. He was traced 
to the home, where he had 
been living six years, through 
an FBI fingerprint check. 
“Did they bum George Neich- 
ter?” Dunlap asked Pappas. 
Neichter 
and 
his 
brother, 
Louis, escaped from jail with 
Dunlap. 
George Neichter was convict­ 
ed and sentenced to die, but 
was spared by Gov. James M 
Cox just 13 minutes before he 
was to be electrocuted. 
Louis Neichter was not recap­ 
tured. He died in a fall from a

went to alert firemen and hotel 
residents. 
Fuller said he and Keller, 
whom he did not know at the 
time, laid on their stomachs ex­ 
pending the contents of the fire­ 
fighters. Fuller crawled back 
through the hall and obtained 
another extinguisher which he 
released into the room. He said 
Keller also got another extin­ 
guisher somewhere in the hotel. 
Fuller returned for a third ex­ 
tinguisher <mi the third floor. 
*‘But the smoke this time was 
too thick. I held up a handker­ 
chief to my nose, but it was 
impossible to reach the burning 
mom,” he said. Then he raced 
from the burning structure. 
He said he could not tell if 
the woman was in Room 333 at 
the time he and Keller were us­ 
ing the extinguishers.” 
F uller said all his personal 
belongings were burned in the 
blaze. “These are my o n l y 
worldly possessions,” he said, 
pointing to the dottles he had 
on at his job this morning. 
At the time he returned with 
the third fire extinguisher but 
was stymied by the smoke, Ful­ 
ler feared for the other man’s 
life (Keller’s), believing he may 
have become engulfed and ov­ 
ercome with smoke. Accidental­ 
ly, however, he met his co-fire-

Cornell Sabotka, owner of Cor­ 
nier TV Shop at the rear of the 
hotel, moved much of his mer­ 
chandise to Firestone Store for 
safety. He also doused the roof 
of his store with a garden hose 
to prevent it from catching fire. 
About an hour and a half af­ 
ter the fire started, the roof of 
the 100-year-old hotel build 
ing caved in, spewing flames 20 
feet in the air and visible from 
miles away. 
Firemen, 
fearful 
that the 
walls would collapse, cordoned 
off an area around the hotel and 
moved senators back to a sa­ 
fer distance. 
Thousands of sightseers flock­ 
ed to the scene despite radio 
pleas to stay away. 
Downtown E. State St. was 
barricaded to traffic between 
Lincoln and Ellsworth, police, 
auxiliary 
police. 
Columbiana 
County sheriffs deputies and 
state highway patrolmen aided 
in handling the crowd and mov­ 
ing traffic. 
Lead Children to Safety 
Among the persons who fled 
the blazing building were a wo­ 
man with four small children 
and another with a 14 - month - 
old baby. The women’s hus­ 
bands were working on a pipe 
line installation job on the Ohio- 
Pennsylvania border. 
Ten of the hotel’s permanent 
residents were housed at the 
Lape Hotel under care of the 
Red Cross. Shelter was found 
for all who fled by the Salva­ 
tion Army and Red Cross and 
Mrs. Doris Stiver, supervisor of 
the Senior Citizens Club, five of 
whose members lived in the ho­ 
tel. 
The relief agencies and Al- 
dom’s Diner provided food and 
coffee for the firefighters and 
vacuees. 
The blaze is one of the worst 
ever occurring here. Firemen 
battled the flames for more 
than 4 hours before bringing the 
fire under control. 
Chris Paparodis, owner of the 
hotel building, could not be con­ 
tacted regarding the extent of 
damages, but the total may ap­ 
proach the half-million dollar 
mark. Most of the loss was cov­ 
ered by insurance, it was learn­ 
ed. 
Firemen brought two bodies 
out of the building while 
the 
flames were still raging last 
night. The body of the third 
man was not located until late 
this morning. 
All Equipment Used 
Lt. Cosma said firemen used 
all available hose and other eq­ 
uipment. 
State St. was still blockaded 
today at Broadway and Lincoln 
Ave. “There’s still a lot of fire 
in there,” Cosma said. Firemen 
were dousing the embers while 
searching for the body of Mr. 
Bray. 
A number of the business es­ 
tablishments on State St. 
be­ 
tween Broadway and Lincoln re­ 
mained closed today. 
Many of the hotel rooms were 
occupied by retired persons and 
old-age pensioners. The women 
resided on the third flow and 
the men on the fourth. 
Members of the Senior Citi­ 
zens dub occupying h o t e l 
rooms were: Harry Coburn, one 
of die victims, Mrs. Bailey; 
Mrs. Mary Tice, Mrs. W i l l a 
Sheen, and Mathias Krauss.

Oppose North Alignment 
Elwood Calvin, former mayor 
of Columbiana and president of 
the Columbiana County Region­ 
al Planning Board, along with 
Salem Mayor Dean B. Cranmer 
and James G. Aldom, former 
Salem councilman and owner of 
three restaurants on present Rt. 
62, led the opposition to the 
proposed change. 
Calvin objected to the near- 
removal of Rt. 62 from Colum­ 
biana County. He pointed out 
that Mahoning County has sev­ 
eral east- to • west highways 
while 
Columbiana has only 
Route 30. He also pointed out 
that in Columbiana County 29 
out of every IOO residents work 
outside the county while the 
state average is ll. 
Mayor Cranmer, speaking for 
the Mayor’s Assn., also pointed 
out that Mahoning County has 
many east-west highways and 
added “we need a good highway 
in our county, too.” 
Aldom saki that the “taxpay­ 
ers of Columbiana County have 
been completely ignored” in the 
proposed relocation. 
He also charged that the Sa­ 
lem Chamber of Commerce 
highway committee acted in a 
“high handed” way to get the 
Chamber’s approval of the nor­ 
therly route. He said that only 
this week had the Chamber been 
officially made aware of the 
stand the highway committee 
had taken. “They didn’t even 
tell the president of the cham­ 
ber,” he added. 
He said he hopes that the 
highway director didn’t serious­ 
ly consider the recommendation 
of a group that reverted to “this 
kind of shenanigans.” 
Atty. Guy Morrow of Salem, 
who said he was speaking as a 
resident of Columbiana County, 
told the group he was mystified 
as to why groups in Columbiana 
County that have been fighting 
for many years for a southerly 
route, would suddenly okay the 
north path. 
“I wonder what has caused 
this change in feeling,” he said. 
“I could go along with it if 
there was no alternative; if it 
was take the north route or none 
at all. “But I don’t believe this 
is the case,” he remarked. “I 
think that the proponents are 
completely ignoring the welfare 
of Columbiana County.” 
He 
stated that wherever the route 
goes it will be followed by mo­ 
tels, service stations and indus­ 
try. 
“I would think industry in 
Salem would like to see the tax 
duplicate in Columbiana County 
built up so it would reduce their 
burden,” he remarked.

Were going to err on the 
conserv ativ e side.” he prom­ 
ised. speaking of his own plan­

“WE’RE NOT GOING TO re­ 
port projections until in our 
heart of hearts we feel it’s 
rigit,” he said. 
Elmer W. Lower, president of 
ABC News, will decide when

Only the first time the Rus­ 
sians took part in the Olympics, 
in Helsinki in 1952, were they 
beaten, 76-69 by the United 
States.

start and had an edge of 88-77 
going into this last full day of 
competition. From the start, 
however, it was known that the 
Americans would have to build 
a huge lead to offset the expect­ 
ed fast finish of the Russian 
gymnasts. 
Hie Russian gymnasts won 15 
medals, five of them gold, in the 
1960 Olympic Games at Rome, 
and have 12 so far.
